disaster off Provincetown, called on 
Curtis D. Wilbur today to resign as 


“secretary of the navy. 


In a statement issued from his of- | 
fice, Mr. Black charged Secretary Wil- 
bur with failure to maintain the navy 
at its proper standard of efficiency 
and with lack of necessary aggressive- 
ness to obtaim adequate financial sup- 
port from an “economy” administra- 
tion. 

“Wilbur permitted the S-4 to ope- 
rate In a zone that did not contain 
relief equipment,”’ declared Mr. Black. 
“Economy denied the navy enough 
pontoons, and Mr. Wilbur should, 
therefore, have restricted submarine 
operations on the basis of the avail- 
ability of relief factors. 

“The destruction of the 8-4 climaxes 
a long series of accidents and genera! 
breakdown. Mr. Wilbur, as heed of 
the navy, must acc ept culpability for 
conditions.”

(P)—John D. Rockefeller, at the age 
of 88, has discovered his greatest 
weakness in golf—he stands too close 
to the ball. 

He had a chance to correct this to- 
day in a ‘ose six-hole match with his 
'old friend, General Adelbert Ames, 
and despite the fact that he lost a 
nickel “bet’’ on his ability to make a 
certain shot, he won from the civil 
war veteran, one wp. 

Tonight the aged oil magnate played 
Santa Claus to his friends and neigh- 
bors and their children. , , 

A dinner, musileale and presenta- 
tion of gifts by Rockefeller from a 
large electrically lighted Christmas 
tree in the drawing room of the 
Rockefeller home, ‘The Casements,” 
constituted the program. 

Today's golf match would have 
gone further but the general's ire 
became aroused ~pwhen the oi] magnate 
won thé sixth hole. After Rocke- 
feller had counted up the score Ames 
bundled his clubs into his automobile 
and drove off, shouting as he depart- 
ei, “An honest man hasn't got any 
chance in this game, anyway.” 

“That is life, general,” said Rocke- 
feller. 


Likes Golf layers. 

Then, as if reflecting, after his op- 
ponents departure, he said, “Oh, life 
has its ups and downs, just like a 
friendly golf game and the lapping of 
the ocean. The golf course is a place 
to see others as they see us and is 
the meeting place of many beautiful 


people.” 

Mr. Rockefeller experienced a well- 
played round, managing to get an 
average drive of a hundred vards for 


the six holes and staying out of the 
rough. 

Once he was on the green in one, 
his tee shot sailing 165 “yards. This 
brought a joyous. “Yoi, yoi, soi” from 
him, which caused General Ames to 
burst into laughter. 

At another hole Mr. Rockefeller 
had a drive of 135 vards but was un- 
able to find his ball for several mip- 
utes. 

“That's the way you do,” said Gen- 
eral Afmes. “If yon wouldn't drive so 
far, you wouldn't be losing your ball,” 

“Yes, and if you didn't talk” so 
much, general,” good naturedly re- 
torted the oil magnate, “I'd be able to 
beat you much worse than [ intend 
to today.”

MERICAN HISTORIES. 


Paris, 7 December ERE (United 
News.)-——-Christopher Columbus was a 
¢orsair of Spabish birth, not an Ital- 


ian; his name was Joan Colom; when 
he ‘‘discovered” America in 1492 he 
was ‘making a second yoyage, having 
found, on a trip several ye.rs earlier, 
that. the earth was round and that 
land lay beyond the horizon. 

This is the way Lluis Ulloa, Peru- 
vian student of Americana, is seeking 
to rewrite the histories. Fear of hav- 
ing his effigy burned iw Chicago caus- 
ed Ullon to decline to reveal other 
startling findings*about fhe discover- 
er’s past. Ulloa has spent ‘years in Eu- 


| rope. delving into manuscripts and 

O-year-old documents. He is con- 
vinced that the story of the discovery 
of America, as taught in the schools, is 
wrong. 

According to his revised version of 
history, America was discovered about | 
1476 when the ¢orsair Joan Colom, | 
working for a Danish king, Christian |

SOMETHING FOR THE FUTURE. 

The fate that befell the S-4 is of 
nation-wide regret. The slow death 
of the six members of the crew who 
survived three days or more after 
the other forty had perished, was 
less merciful. But the navy depart- 
ment cannot be blamed for its ac- 
tivities in the crisis. 

The only criticism came from 
those who do not know ‘the tech- 
nical problems involved in raising 
900 tons of steel from a muddy 
bottom. Some of the most efficient 
divers in the nation were employed, 
and nothing was omitted that could 
have been done to save thé men, 
and salvage the ship. 

But the lesson of the disaster is 
one that cannot be overlooked. We 
have referred to it before. Subma- 
rines should not submerge in areas 
from which other craft have not 
been. excluded. On this subject 
the Brooklyn Eagle says: 

“If submarine crews are to be 
properly trained it must be under 
conditions paralleling as nearly as 
possible those of warfare when the 
submarine operates under water. It 
should be a simple matter to carry 
on this training under a system 
of policing which shall keep the sub- 
merged craft within certain limits and 
minimize the danger of collision by 
driving surface ships outside her 
range.

“The difficult thing about this is 
not that the teacher or principal 
should verify them.

If the principals | 
and teachers here in Atlanta were to 
undertake to follow literally your in- 
junction, your office would be flond- 
ed with letters of protest, and the 
hoard of education itself would be 
stormed with delegations, judging by 
the abuse and criticism that has. been 
heaped upon our principals who have 
presnmed to investigate such requests | 
as came to Marion Parker's teacher. 

“For the assurance of the patrons 
of our city, our teachers and princi- 
pals are extremely diligent in this re- 
spect and take every precantion pos- 
sible to protect the boys and girls, 
particularly those of high school age. 
I regret, therefore. that you, in your 
failed to urge upon 
the parents themselves the necessity 
for cooperating more fully with the 
teachers in seeing that girls leave 
school only upon proper requests and 
under+safe conditions. 

“Of course, for the most part. par- 
ents are very grateful. to the schools 
for assuming that to them, that is to 
the school, belongs the responsibility 
for the child during sehool hours, but 
now and then parents have complain- 
~i in a jnanner that makes it ex- 
tremely diffienlt for the teacher 
knew just what is the proper thing 
to do. 

“Te be sure, thete are times when 
on account of emergencies it is not 
possible for the parent to 
cate with the s¢heol personally, but in 
practically all instances a little pre- 
cantion on the part of the parent 
might save a great deal of embarrass- 
ment later. The schools are not seek- 
ing to escape any responsibility. They 
are only seeking cooperation. 

“Your splendid paper could help in 
calling this to the attention 
parents. We wish this in no wise 
to imply that the parents of Marion | 
Parker were at fault in any way. Ac- 
fording te accounts, they were not, 
But a little more thoughtfulness 
might save the one case in a million 
which results in tragedy.”
